K in ley 2,620 and Nortoni 1,250. 
Secretary of State Cornelius Roach 
w ill not announce the official figures 
until some time this afternoon, as the 
task of checking up the tabulation 
sheets could not be finished before. 
The changes, if any. will be slight. 
Using thes? first total figures as a 
basis for em ulations, M ajc? has a 
plurality of 119.202 
over 
M cK inley 
and a m ajority of 10,056 over both the 
republican and progressive candidates 
for governor. 


This is a falling off of tho demo­ 
cratic vote of four years ago oi over 
13,000, due to the weather election 
day and the general feeling that the 
democrats would sweep the state. 
The combined republican and bull 
moose vote, according to the complete 
but unofficial totals, is 326,963, which 
also is a falling off of several thou­ 
sand over 1908. 
The democratic stay-at-home vote 
was chiefly 
in 
counties which 
are 
heavily for the party. 
In these the 
county tickets were not in danger. 
The returns for the entire state 
indicate that out of every three votes 
form erly republican one
